Because the proposals of former President Hoover 
as made in his foreign policy speech of December 21 have 
never been officially adopted by the Administration, nor 
even officially underwritten by any major political bloc, 
it would be easy to lose sight of the fact that these sugges­ 
tions have profoundly affected national affairs.

revolutionized the thinking of the American people and 
crystalized mass opposition to the fuddle and experiment 
policy of the national administration. 
Consider the great modifications which have devel­ 
oped since last December. 
First, the Atlantic Pact, which had largely bogged 
down by reason of the indifference of the European na­ 
tionals and the tardy movements of our own State Depart­ 
ment, has come back to life. General Eisenhower has been 
sent to Europe, on a preliminary survey, and is meeting |

('•n lfn n r d from P a c e O M 
apparently ready to wash their hands of all responsibility 
for holding back Russian aggression. 
Second, we have swung into a far more satisfactory 
position in the Korean War. We are well below the 38th 
parallel, holding no soil save that of South Korea, in no 
sense opposing our massive ground forces against those 
of the Communists, and relying mainly for our defense-in- 
depth on our power to cripple the Communists' lines ex­ 
tending from the present front north across the Chinese 
boundary. I his new' and greatly modified position appears 
to be far more logical and much more defensible than any 
previous one we have occupied in Korea. 
Third, at long last the United Nations, impressed by 
the stiffening of Uncle Sam’s backbone since the Hoover 
speech, has finally voted Red China to be the aggressor in 
the present conflict, and is tentatively moving into some 
of its own responsibilities in the matter. 
Fourth, after six months delay, in which price infla­ 
tion has cost our government, our people and our foreign 
friends uncountable billions of dollars, the Truman Ad­ 
ministration has reluctantly stepped in to pick up its un­ 
welcome burden of price controls and wage stabilization. 
Fifth, President Truman has definitely backed away 
[from the previous dictatorial position he had taken that he 
proposed to send American troops to Europe whenever he 
thought it was a good idea, without consulting Congress. 
Congress is now going to be consulted, and whatever its 
Opinion turns out to be, this will be heeded by the White 
House. 
Sixth, less tangible is the fact that understanding of 
bur defense problem, both by the American people them- 
pelves and by our two major political parties, has been im­ 
measurably helped by the public discussions which the, 
Hoover address touched off. The men and women of the I 
country understand the Truman program much better 
khan before understand also the alternatives, and arc once 
again in the position which, under our Constitution, they 
hover should have deserted— that of being able to compe l 
their national government to reflect the mass sentiment 
bf the country’s electorate.

It figures out to 44 per cent.

With more than S.ooo.ooo Rus­ 
sians already in the U. S., 300 more 
won t make us over crowded, but 
before we open the gates to the 
300 let s get somebody besides the 
United Nations to look them over.

In fact, better leave them shut until civil defense 
authorities pass the word th a t there is no lingering radioactivity in 
your neighborhood. Should you get an official report that there is 
serious contam ination in the vicinity, better cover all broken windows 
with blankets or cardboard. 


CLOSE FIREPLACE DAMPERS AND SHUT OFF 
VENTILATING FANS AND AIR CONDITIONERS 


W henever there is w idespread neighborhood pollution, it will be 
impossible to keep your house absolutely free of it A little is bound 
to seep in through cracks or else down the chimney. (By all means 
close the dam pers in Areplace flues and shut off air conditioners and 
ventilating fans not equipped with special Alters). 


SE CAREFUL NOT TO TRACK RADIOACTIVE 
MATERIALS INTO THE HOUSE 
Unless you are careful, some radioactivity is likely to be tracked in 
by peor’e or pets. Keep your cat or dog indoors And when you come 
in from outside, leave your shoes a t the door, for their soles are likely 
to be covered w ith radioactive dusts. 
B etter still, wear tubbers, 
galoshes or other disposable foot coverings over your shoes 
Take 
these precautions, but don’t worry. There isn t m uch chance really 
dangerous am ounts will pile up in the house. 


LAUNDER CONTAMINATED OBJECTS 
IN SPECIAL BUCKETS OR TUBS 


Should you help lo clean up a contam inated area, you m ight get 
some 'adioactiva m aterials on both your body and clothing. So don’t 
Ut printed from th• official U. S. governm ent rcporf. 


Take off your outer 
garm ents outdoors or in the basem ent. Then wash, if you can, using 
w arm w ater and plenty of soap. Never fall to launder your w orking 
clothes, but don’t use the fam ily washing machine. Scrub all con­ 
tam inated objects in buckets or tubs used for that purpose only.

WATCH OUT

To prevent harm from accidentally eating or drinking radioactivity, 
throw' out all unpackaged ft*ods that were lying around w here dust 
from ground bursts or mist from underw ater bursts m ight have set­ 
tled on them 
And before opening canned or bottled goods, w ash the 
outside of the containers thoroughly. T hat will remove m oat of the 
pollution that m ay have gotten on them . Also be sure th a t all cook­ 
ing utensils and tablew are are scrubbed clean in order to remove any 
invisible, radioactive dusts. 
Food and utensils th at w ere in closed 
draw ers or tight cupboards will be all right. 
If it w’as an air burst, don’t w orry about the food in the house. It 
wilt be safe to use. 


WATER IN THE PIPES OF YOUR HOUSE AT THE 
TIME OF EXPLOSION WILL NOT BE RADIOACTIVE 
Be careful of drinking w ater after atom ic explosions. There la 
little or no chance th at w ater actually Inside household pipes a t the 
tim e of attack will be made radioactive. If a little is draw n off right 
after the burst and placed in clean containers with covers, It should 
tide you over the im m ediate post-raid period. 


BOIL WATER BEFORE DRINKING UNLESS 
YO UVE BEEN OFFICIALLY TOLD IT IS SAFE 
But even if the w ater continues running, don’t keep on using tap 
w ater for drinking purposes unless you have received official infor­ 
m ation that the city system is safe. This is not only because c t 
radioactivity, but ^because of other dangers like typhoid th a t eau 
come from dam aged w ater systems. If you have to use city w ater 
liefore you get official inform ation, boil it. 
Boiling won’t remove 
radioactivity, but the chances that your w ater supply will be radio­ 
active ate pretty slim. Botling wili kill moat germ s th a t m ay get 
into dam aged w ater mains.

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RAMMED EARTH HOUSE 
NEARING COMPLETION 


Back-Breaking Task Results 
In A Fine Home For 
Lott Family 


NEAR 
FEASTERVILLE 


FEASTKRVILI.E. Feb. I — Now 
enjoying life in their rrtnnned earth 
house, near here. Mr. and Mrs. Fos­ 
ter Lott are glad that the back­ 
breaking task which covered a peri­ 
od of a couple of years is a thing 
of the past. 
In mid-winter they and their 22- 
rnonth-old son. Foster, Jr , are cos­ 
ily warm in their house which has 
walls one foot thick, fashioned of 
“the good earth,*’ and made snug­ 
g e r by means of radiant heat. 
“ I rammed earth until my back 
was nearly broken" says Mrs. Lott, 
w ho was at her husband's side in 
the gigantic task ever 
ainee it 
started 2*4 years ago. Hut their 
house, estimated to have cost ap ­ 
proximately *18,000, is valued at 
much more than that today. The 
walls of earth, made more sturdy 
with eight per cent cement, will, it 
is believed, last for many, many 
decades. 
Mention of a house with walls 
of rammed earth usually brings one 
question from those who hear of it. 
Hut tile process, which is what 
brings forth the question, is cap­ 
ably answered by Mrs. Lott. “The 
eartli used must not lie too wet nor 
too dry. 
In fact, if rain should 
threaten, the pile of eurth being 
prepared for lamping should be 


well covered. After the earth and 
cement are mixed, the mixture is 
shovelled into the forms (which are 
about 2H-feet high» to a height of 
about four or six luces. By m ean s 1 
of a four-iiK h-squarc steel plate, on 
the end of a pipe, the earth is tam p­ 
ed and tamped until it is packed 
down to half what it was originally. 
You can readily tell by tile feel and 
the ‘ring’ of it when the earth is 
packed just right. When the first 
form is filled up, tile form is built 
higher on the mound, until the 
earth walls are the desired height 
for a one-story 
dwelling.’’ 
The 
walls are finished with white ce­ 
ment paint. 
There is still some work to do 
toward completing the interior, and 
this occupies the Lotts time during 
the week-ends. Although cement is 
not always used for rammed earth 
houses, it is a safety factor, state 
the Lotts. 
The structure, which has cement 
floors, contains living-room with 
dining area, kitchen, four bedrooms, 
three baths, large work-room and 
studio, also a garage. A feature* of 
the* house is Hie fire-place which 
Juts halfway across Hie Interior, 
separating the living room from the 
dining area. 
Lott is an interior designer, with 
office in Philadelphia. 
Mrs. Lott, 
i who also trained as a designer, is 
Hoc) busy now with lier home duties 
and care of Poster, Jr., to devote 
any time to designing. 
The plot of ground on which the 
house stands contains two acres 
The house, measuring KO feet in 
length, lins a floor area of 8200 feet
